Banking and Interests 
Should Co-operate With the 
Farmers 


At a meeting held recently in Win- 
nipeg at which representatives of the 
farmers’ organizations of 
Canada were present, the matter o 
prices likely to be received for “the 
present crop was discussed. It was 
the unanimous opinion of those pres- 
ent that a heavy movement on the part 
of the farmers to gell their grain at the 
present time would be almost certaia 
to force prices to a lower leve| and 
that if a more leisurely method of mar- 
keting were followed py the farmers 
in the disposal of their grain a better 
average price “all round would be se- 
cured for it. 


While it was recognized that the 
matter of giving advice on the selling 
of grain is a difficutl one, it was 
thought advisable by all present to 
make a public statement advising the 
farmers of Western Canada» as far as 
possible, to store a portion of their 
grain on their farms, and, in this way, 
spread the marketing of it over the 
next eight or ten months, rather than 
Place it in immense quantities upon 
the market in the next few months 
with the certainty—as far as the pres- 
ent outlook is concerned—of bringing 
prices to a considerably lower level, 

Lake and ocean boat space is more 
scarce than in previous years; rates 
for such space are higher than ever 
before; rates of exchange between 
this country and Buvope are also more 
adverse than they have even been and 
undoubtedly the flooding of the mar- 
ket with grain immediately after 
threshing will mean that these charges 
which ultimately have to be paid by 
the farmer, will go higher than ever. 

It was thought advisable to publicly 
request the co-operation of the banks 
and business interests generally in the 
matter. Their co-operation might take 
the form of extending the tim® for pay- 
ment of liabilities that farmers might 
have to such banks or business inter- 
ests, rather than to force the farmers 
to sell their grain at a sacrifice in or- 
der to meet liabilities falling due in 
October and November. The banks 
particularly by taking advantage of 
the powers recently conferred could 
make advances to farmers on the se- 
curity of grain on the farm. 

If this method of marketing can be 
followed, we feel certain that it will 
result in a greater monetary return for 
the crop to thé farmers of Western 
Canada than will otherwise obtain, 
and it seems apparent that such a re- 
sult will be a direct benefit to every 
Vusiness interest in the country, and 
at the same time will insure a steady 
flow ot grain sufficient for the needs 
ot the empire 

More leisweely marketing of 
grain has always been adv 
the leaders of the farm« organiza- 
tions and we make this statement at 
the present time for the purpose of di- 
recting attention to this very import- 
ant matter at a period when our crop 
is just beginning to move. We believe 
that if farmers follow our suggestion 
in large numbers that the result will 
prove that the sqgheme is far more 
practical than any other that could be 
suggested to insure a fair return for 
the crop.

The British Empire is Now Nearly 
One-third Larger Than Before 
the War 


The population of the world is var 
iously estimated at between 1,600 and 


1,700 millions, and over 963 millions 
(or more than half) are now at war, .n 
that they are subjects of, or unde 
the protection of, states now engage 
in hostilities. Of this total, 421 mil 


lions, or nearly one-half, are subjects 
of King George or under British pro 
tection. 

The ljand surface of the earth (in 
cluding all the waste places, such as 
the Polar regions) is estimated at 55 
600,000 square miles. More than } 
of the world, in this graphical 
sense, is at war, the territories, col 
onies and protectorates of 
concerned totalling 


916,000 square 


niles, 

Of the yixty nations usually given 
in the list of nations of the world 
nineteen are at war or directly con 


cerned in it. 

The British empire, before the wat 
conmprised 11,454,862 square miles, ex- 
cluding Egypt, the Soudan and Cyp 
rus, which were technically Turkish 
The empire has increased by some 
2,326,000 square miles, or nearly one 
third, during the first year of the war 
This figure includes the Camerons, 
the conquest of which is not yet com 
plete, and is a Franco-British enter 
prise, so that the territory wili prob 
ably be divided.

Russian ‘Retreat and the Delayed 
Western Drive 


From the time that the Russian re 
treat became a definite and establish- 
ed fact, with its duration and-extent 
the remaining questions a great part 
of the world —as boo asking, “What 
drive of the allies on the 
west front?” Like many another ques 
tion, it was very easy to ask, espec- 
jally as it had been looked for to start 
in May. As the Russian retreat con 
tinued and daily seemed more danger- 
ous, the question became more and 
more persistent. Ags the fall of War- 
Saw became certain many thought the 
blow in the west would be struck to 
Save the Polish capital, 
often been argued that the fall of War- 
saw is not nearly so serious as many 
people imagine and that the further 
the Germans penetrate into Russia the 
more nearly impossible will be their 
retifrn. It is said that the German 
army is on its way to Petrograd and 
that Russian is preparing to transfer 
the capital to Moscow, as France 
transferred her capital to Bordeaux 
for similar reasons, The drive toward 
Paris and Calais had the double object 
of capturing those two cities and split- 
ting and smashing the French army- 
especially the latter, 
costly failure. go, the German drive 
in the east, the most powerful, most 
extensive, and so far most successful 
launched by Germany and Austria, has 
the two fold object of capturing sever- 
al of the moat important strategic 
positions at very heavy sacrifice. They 
are pushing onward tuward Petrograd 


and using every known tactical move | 


to drive a wedge through some point 
of the Russian line. Time and again 
they have used every force at their 
command to push through and isolate 
a large section of the Russian forces. 
Never have’ they succeedéd, even in 
the smallest degree, Further and fur 
ther they follow greedily in the trail 
of their wary and formidable foe, get 
ting daily more distant from their 


base and more dangerously involved in | 


the enemy country.

actual casualties are the figures illus- 


trating the strain involved in Ger- 
many'’s mighty efforts ta raise and 
maintain her armies. The German 


trade unions publish at regular inter- 
vals figures of the union members 
summoned to the colors. In July, 
1914, the union membership number 
ed 2,300,000, or one-fifth of the total 
male wage earning population _be- 
tween seventeen and sixty. By last 
May, 45 per cent. of the union mem- 


bership had been mobilized. By now 
the rate is probably near to 60 per 
cent. In other words, of the 11% 


million wage earners, more than five 
million have been brought under the 
colors. Applying thé same ratio of 
69 per cent. to the five million German 
males of the professional, learned, 
official and leisured classes, we get 
another two and a half millions, which 
would makes a total of more than seven 
and a half millions. These figttres are 
confirmed by the statistics for aid 
rendered to dependeft families in 
Berlin, which would show that Berlin | 
hag sent 220,000 men to the war, a!

would give 7,414,000 men. Finally, 
adi the standing army af the outbreak 
of the war, about 880,000 Men, and we 
obtain a grand total of $300,000 men 
in service.

Fue! Supply of Prairies 


Lignite Required to 
Permit of its Economical Use 


One of the most important problems 
in Canada at the present time is the 


than the drain of | provision of an adequate supply of 


cheap fuel fer the population of our 
prairie provinces. Very large areas ‘of 
these provinces are underlain by beds 
of sub-bituminous coal and lignite, 
which are estimated to contain 100,- 
000,000,000 tons of these fuels, As 
yet, however, practically § all the 
fuel used In that portion of the 
plains east of Brandon is imported 
from the United States, while that 
used in the country west of Brandon 
is prought chiefly ‘from the coal- 
fields of the Rocky Mountains. This en- 
tails a long and expensive haul, which 
results in a high priced fuel, and any 
temporary interruption of the supply 
gives rise to a coal famine. 

The reason why the mineral fuels of 
plains are expensive to mine, is ow- 
ing to the absence of supplies of mine 
timber on the treeléss prairies; they 
are also of a lower grade than the coal 
from the Rocky Mountains, containing 
a large percentage of moisture. They 
thus have a lower heating value than 
the fuels from the mountains, and 
furthermore, when they are exposed 
to the atmosphere after being mined, 
they dry out to a certain extent, and 
in so doing crumble to pieces or even 
fall to powder, so that they cannot be 
readily handled and will not bear 
transportation, Such being the case, if 
these fuels are to be made available 
for household use, they must be bri- 
quetted, or if they are to be used for 
manufacturing purposes, they must be 
either briquetted or used in gas pro- 
ducers.

Extend Wheat Area 
In Great Britain 


Commission Is Considering Offering 
Guarantee as to Price 

The British cabinet is considering 
important recommendations concern- 
ing the supp:y of food, particularly 
wheat, made by the commission a 
pointed in June by the Earl of Se 
borne, president of the board of agri- 
culture, with Lord Milner as chair 
man, 

The nature of the report is guarded 
closely, but it is intimated that the 
recommendationr includ. plans to in- 
crease the hom. grown supply of 
woeat by guaranteeing to producers 
a minimum price for their product. 

The Times urges the government 
to act promptly, pointing out that 
farmers are gathering the present 
harvest and must decide on the ro- 
sult of their land in the coming sea- 
son. 


It adds: 
“There is probably ground for 
conjectures that the recommenda- 


tions involve a guarantee to farmers 
of a minimum price for wheat for a 
period long enough to justify them 
in putting a larger acreage under 
cultivation. Whether this step is 
worth taking must depend to some cx- 
tent on the view taken by the gov- 
ernment of the probable risk to im- 
ported supplies.” 

Owing to the magnitude of wheat 
importation from America, the ac- 
tion of the cabinet on the recom- 
mendations of the commission pro- 
Lably will have a considerable bearing 
upon the overseas trade. 

The fact that the government is 
considering the wheat question ia 
Suggested as a possible reason for 
reported cancellation of orders.

The mines department, under the di- 
rection of Dr. Eugene Haanel, has 
comprehensive and exhaustive inves- 
tigation of the oil and gas resources 
ot the Dominion, and it will be issued 
shortly in book torm, The work of in- 
vestigation has been carried on for the 
past year or so by a field survey staff 
under Mr. Clapp, one of the ablest 
petroleum experts of the United 
States. The Alberta oil fields have 
been thoroughly gone over, and while 
no large producing wells have yet been 
developed, promising indications have 
been found of the existence of petrol- 
eum in several districts in the prov- 
ince. 

A considerable portion of the report 
deals with the commercial possibilities 
of the development of the extensive 
and rich oil shale deposits of New 
Brunswick, If these deposits are ex- 
ploited, it is believed that a great 
industry can be built up, and a sub- 
stitute found in Canada for the large 
quantities of petroleum and its de- 
rivatives now annually imported from 
the United States. 

So important are these deposits and 
so great is the market for petroleum 
products in Canada, that the federal 
government has provided for a boun- 
ty of 14% cents per gallon on oil re- 
covered from oil shales in Canada, 
The distillation of oil shales in 
Scotland has been for many years a 
successful and flourishing industry. 
New Brunswick shales are on _ the 
average richer than the Scotch shales. 

The total domestic production of 
petroleum is now under eight million 
gallons, while last year imports of 
gasoline totalled 27,451,379 gallons, 
and of petroleum in other forms over 
The oil fields of 
Ontario supply practically the whole 
of the domestic production, and their 
output has been falling off for the

Our local Nimrod left Pittsburg by 
way of Kansas City an.

Loss Now Being Reduced by Taking 
Greater Precautions 


The totai amount of standing timber 
in the United States is nearly 2,900 
billion board feet. At least 76 per 
cent, of this, or 2,200 billion feet, is 
privately owned. About 21 per cent. 
or 90 billion feet, is in some other 
form of public ownership—Federal, 
state or municipal. The original stanu 
of timber in the United States has 
been roughly estimated tu have been 
5,200 billion feet covering approxi- 
mately 800,000,000 acres, Fire has de- 
Stroyed at least as much o/ this .s 
lumbering has utilizeu. As much again 
has been wasted. 

fhe amount of merchanable saw- 
timber in Canada has been rough-y 
estimated at 600 billion board feet, 
exclusive of a vast amount of pulp 
wood, the extent of which hag not 
been estimated. Thus, Canada has 


|probably between one-fifth and one- 


fourth as much timber as the United 
States. Undoubtedly, the amount of 
timber in Canada uselessly destroyed 
by fire is several times as great as 


{the amount that has been utilized.

French Commission Reveals Horrible 
Atrocities Committed by Huns 

The commission presided over by G- 
Payette, president of the French court 
of accounts, has presented to Premier 
Viviani the final report of its investi- 
gations into acts on the part of Ger- 
man soldiers in violation of the rights 
of man. 

This report containg 12,000 words, 
and gives in detail the evidence gath- 
ered concerning the uee by German 
troops of military and civilian prison- 
ers as shields against the fire of 
French troops, as well as of the em- 
ployment by the troops of Emperor 
William of cartridges in which the 
bullets were reversed in order to 
cause more serious wounds; split bul- 
lets, and other bullets cut to make 
them more rending. 

Continuing, the report cites orders 
given by General Stenger, commander 
of the Fifty-Wighth German Brigade, 
o-dering his soldiers to kill the wound- 
ed enemy and to take no more prison- 
ers. Evidence confirming the issuing 
and the circulation of this order was 
{obtained from German prisoners bo- 
longing to the 112th and 142nd regi- 
ments. 

The report contains also evidence of 
the massacre of French soldiers as a 
result of this order, as well as the mas- 
sacre of the wounded men after the 
Battle of Fetue, in Belgium. It pre- 
sunts the allegations of many individ- 
ual soldiers who declare they saw 
their wounded comrades put to death 
by a rifle shot, the thrust of a bayonet 
or a blow from “he butt of a musket 
by German soldiers, subaltern officers, 
and officers. Some of the French wit- 
nesses testified that they themselves 
had been object of such aggressive 
attacks after having been wounded, 
and that they hae survived. 

The report devotes considerable 
space to allegations of the inlhumanit, 
c. the Germans to their prisoners of 
war, which says is proven by the 
evidence of the victims. Many pris- 
foners of war have veen shot, while 
others have had their skulls crushe 
iby blows from the butt of a musket. 
‘At St. Die thirty French prisoners 
were assassinated in this manner by 
Bavarian troops. The truth of this is 
vouched for by five men who actually 
witnessed the executions. 

Other men who appear-d before the 
|cummission said they had found the 
| dead bodies of a French patrol, num- 
bering seven men, an infantry cor- 
poral and gix privates, with their 
hands tied behind their backs and 
dead from rifle shots. This incid.nt 
was further supported by evidence 
taken before a justice of the peace. 

The report concludes with three 
columns of evidence to prove the bom- 
‘parding of ambulances by the Ger- 
mans; the firing upon stretcher bea 
ers and the taking prisoners of sur- 
geons. In some cases, it is set forth, 
} French surgeons were arrested by 
jwerman surgeons .nd by them sert 
to the rear to be interned. 

Several cases are cited in which 
| German wounde , succored by 
Frenchmen, are alleged to have taken 
the opportunity to kill those going to 
their relief.

at a distance a bridge or a fortress if 
the object to be destroyed were pre- 
viously equipped for the purpose; that 
is, if it were fitted with a special ap- 
paratus. The consequent difficulties 
that supervene it would be superfluous 
to enumerate. 

“As for operating from a distance 
torpedoes or submarines or dirigibles, 
which withoyt crew or pilot should 
execute a work of destruction, that al- 
so would be possible. So far it has not 
been done in this war. It is obvious 
that an unexpected electric spark of 
atmospheric origin or coming from the 
enemy's side might provoke the ac- 
tion at a most inopportune time and 
in a most undesirable manner. 

“In the field radiomechanics has 
proved itself most serviceable, as all 
know. The Germans make ample use 
of it. Their headquarters igs thus 
united to Antwerp, to Brussels and to 
Lille. Radiotelegraph was of great 
service to the eleven German warships 
which kept the sea for some months, 
doing a work of destruction. But it 
was also of service to the Allies for 
the discovery and destruction of those 
ships, 

“As for the possibility of the enemy 
having on our territory hidden sta- 
tions for radiomechanics, from which 
at a given time damage might be done, 
I doubt the utility of such a project. 
It would be easy enough to hide the 
antennae, but it would be impossible 
to hide the motor.” -

Campaign in Favor of More Air Raids 
Carried on by German Press 

A very decided campaign in iavor ¢ 
more air raids On kngiand is being 
carried on in the German press. ile 
leading Berlin journals urge the gov- 
ernment to turn ali attention puss.vie 
to attacks on the British peopie in 
their homes, and declare that nowning 
less than the destruction of Lonuon 
will satisfy Germany, 

The leaders of this propaganda 
call upon the government to send tn9 
entire fleet of Zeppeins to the heart 
of England to create havoc and ruin 
that cannot 300n be forgotten. Per- 
haps the most fiery demand upon the 
government is printed in the Tagiische 
Rundscah. 

“Justice, every element of human 
justice,” says this paper, ‘demands 
the destruction of ‘London, ‘lhere is 
in the whole world no better target 
for aerial attack than the city of 
London, that gigantic, compiex as- 
semLlage of lofty ancient warenouses 
with their enormous stores of all de- 
scriptions and their inviting situation 
ia narrow streets. If only such raids 
can be repeated again and again, the 
result will be assu ei.” 

The Neuste Nachrichten encour- 
ages its readers by asserting that 
i ndon already has been partially 
destroyed by the Zeppelin raiders, 
and declaring that the remainder is 
soon to go, 

“Our prave air heroes,” says the 
paper, “are not inspired by blind 
hatred or raging anger, but a solemn 
and religious awe at being the 
caosen instruments of a Divine 
wrath,” 

“When they see London breaking 
up in smoke and fire they will live 
through a thousand lives of 
measurable joy which all at home 
must envy. At last the long-yearn- 
ed-for punishment will fall on Eng- 
land and its people.”

T Is over a year since the Panama 
canal was opened. The year has 
been a momentous one, Expec- 
tations that were entertained and 

estimates that were made of their 
prospective volume of traffic cannot, 
however, be judged because the condi- 
tions have been abnormal, 

World commerce “in a world war 
period affords little basis for measur- 
ing it in normal peace periods, yet some 
conclusions may be drawn concerning 
the effect of the canal on trade move- 
ments, 

The absence of German ships has 
been one of the factors in lessening the 
volume of traffic, The Germans in their 
mercantile marine, as in everything 
else, were fully prepared to utilize the 
canal Their caiculations had been 
made to the minutest detall, Some of 
the business which they would have 
had, of course, has gone to thelr com- 
gellors, 


The value of the British fleet to the 
British merchant marine by driving the 
Germans off the sea and absorbing 
their trade has been manifest, but there 
has been an actual loss of traffic due 
to the complete paralyzing of German 
overseas commerce, Allowance must 
be made for this in any guesses as to 
the future volume of traffic through 
the canal, During the first year it has 
meant a subtraction of revenge tolls, 
and from present indications this 
minus quantity must be allowed for 
during another year at least. 

The first year of operation has 
brought some surprises and has con- 
founded some prophecies, It was quite 
generally assumed that the canal 
sounded the doom of the sailing ships. 
Just the opposite has happened. They 
have been given a new lease on life. 
It has been demonstrated that they 
can use the canal to advantage, 

In June the barkentine John C, 


sought the co-operation of the United 
States hydrographic office to give ful! 
knowledge regarding seasonal winds 
and other information regarding direc- 
tions for sailing vessels, It has also 


|formulated suggestions that the sailing 


vessels make arrangements with regu- 
lar steamship lines to pick them up tn 
the area of doldrums and tow them 
into Balboa, 

The commission gives some sugges- 
tive figures regarding the cost of han- 
dling the sailing vessels going through 
the cana! and the saving in net ex- 
pense from port to port. It estimates 
that on the voyage from New York to 
San Francisco a vessel might be ex- 
pected to save elghty days at sea. It 
is stated that a ship of 2,000 tons and 
up may be operated at sea at a cost 
of $76 a day. The charges for passing 
such a vessel through the canal would 
approximate $2,700. Subtracting these 
charges from the saving of eighty days 
at sea at $75 per day, or a total of $6,- 
000, the net saving to the operator 
would be $3,300, 

This mathematical demonstration of 
the money value of the canal to sail- 
ing ships may be subject to some va- 
riation, but the outstanding fact is the 
passage both of big and little sailing 
vessels through the canal and the con- 
clusion of so conservative an official as 
Governor Goethals and his associates 
that the canal route is favorable to 
them, 

The experience in regard to traffic 
routes, making allowance for the up- 
set caused by the world war, in the 
main justifies anticipations, Thus far 
the chief volume of traffic is the coast- 
wise trade—that is, from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and vice versa, This 
runs above 40 per cent of the total 
volume,

Big Loss Through H Hail 


Saskatchewan Farmers Have Lost 
Heavily This Year 
Saskatchewan farmers have lost 


this year, through hail, over $2,000,. 
000, according to a conservative esti- 
mate made by the Saskatchewan hall 
commission. J. Kh. Poynter, chairman 
of the hail insurance commission, in 
an interview stated that this estimate 
had peen made only after a complete 
survey of the province by the hail 
commissioners and inspector. 

Mr. Poynter estimated that not over 
fifty per cent. of the loss through hail 
to the Saskatchewan farmers was cov- 
ered by hail insurance ot any kind. 

The loss was considerably greater 
than that of last year. There were 
several reasons for this. In the first 
place, the rea under crop this year 
was much greater than in any pre.
